An R. F. C. veteran, now an 
R.A.F. Volunteer Reserve Officer, 
attached to a Fighter) Command 
Station in the North of England, 
has a copy of a pamphlet which 
was dropped on German troops 
ag ‘early as May, 1916, 


It is an interesting four-page 
document. Its heading “Kriegs- 
blatter” — “War News’ is sur- 
mounted ‘by the old Imperial 
German Eagte. * . 


The purpose of the “Kriegsblat- 
ter’ was to give the Ger- 
mans the news they did not 
get. It quoted certain news- 
papers, which had reported the 
situggles of women outside gro- 
cers’ Shops. One extract . from 
“Vorwarts” of May 1711, 1916, 
1ead as iuliows:— 


“Four women of the working 
class, whose husbands are at the 
front, were waiting in the Dres- 
den Market to get a small por- 
tion of potatoes, it having been 
notified that these were available, 
One of the women had six chil- 
‘dren to feed. + 


- “There was a good deal of jos- 
tling and excitement, and the 
Supervisor gave one woman a 
box on the car. Many of the 
wemen who had. been — waiting 
for hours had to retusn home 
without getting any potatocs, * 


“About 80 of the women went 
to the Town Hall to protest. Four 
of the leaders were arrested after 
a scuffle with the police; they 
all received sentences varying 
from .two to seven weeks” im- 
prisonment.

A German bomber 
brought down in. south- 
west England early yes- 
terday skimmed the roof 
of a farmhouse before 
crashing ina field. Three 
of the occupants were 
killed._ 


The pilot, the only survivor, 
parachuted to earth where he 
was captured by the farmer, a 
47-year-old ex-soldier and mem-~ 
ber of the Home Guard, who 
seized a shot-gun and raced 
across the farmyard in — his 
stockinged feet. 

The farmer afterwards sald 
the pilot was “a bit contrary 
and if he had moved his hands 
1 should have feft him have 
it. My daughter told me not 
to do it.” 

The pilot was taken to the 
farmhouse where the farmer's 
wife bathed and bandaged _ his 
face. He was ‘afterwards piven 
tea and cake, and then the farm- 
er, stil] armed with his shotgun, 
marched him two miles to the 
_ Village constable’s house. —
